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SPECIAL TRAINING COURSE FOR | 
TEACHERS IN MUSIC uN 


The Course has been instituted in order to provide a 
thorough and systematic full-time training in the art of 
teaching music. The Diploma awarded by examination at 
the end of the Course is accepted by the Royal Society of 
Teachers as satisfying the Training requirement for 
Registration. 


The Course consists of individual lessons, lectures, classes 
and practical teaching, and occupies one complete academic 
year of three terms from September to July. It is conducted 
by Professors specially appointed by the Principal for their 
wide experience and specialised knowledge in the art of 
teaching.

ENTRY FORM 


Application for admission to the Course must be 
made on the official form. The completed form, together 
with the entrance fee of f2 2s. od., must be received by 
the Secretary not later than September Ist. 


ENTRANCE EXAMINATION 


Applicants will be required to attend for an examina- 
tion by the Principal, at which they will perform in their 
principal subject. They will be expected to give such 
additional evidence of their general musical capabilities as 
will enable the Principal to decide upon their suitability for 
admission. There will be no written examination.

Members of the 
Course are afforded opportunities of teaching these Exhi- 
bitioners both in individual and class work. The class work 
will include Aural Training, Class Singing, Musical History 
and Appreciation and Orchestra, etc. 


Concerts are given by the Junior Exhibitioners every term. 
The whole of the practical teaching is supervised by specially 
appointed Academy professors. 


In addition to the compulsory lectures and classes of the 
Course, members are expected to attend the “ Review ” 
Week lectures and are strongly urged to attend the rehearsals 
ofthe Academy Orchestra on Tuesday and Friday afternoons.

STUDENTS FROM TRAINING COLLEGES 


Special arrangements are in force by means of which 
students from Training Colleges are granted a third year at 
the Royal Academy of Music. These students may, as a 
special concession, omit the Principal Study see page 3 (a), 
and take sections (b), (c), (d) and (e). The fee will be £8 8s. 
per term, plus the entrance fee of £2 2s. 


The Examination fee will be the same (see page 6, 
paragraph 3). 


THE EXAMINATION 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 


I. The Examination takes place at the Royal Academy of 
Music at the end of the Midsummer Term. 


2. Only those students who have attended the Teachers’ 
Training Course during the whole Academic year 
1939-40, making not less than 75 per cent. attendance 
of all their lessons, lectures and classes will be eligible. 


3. Forms of entry for this Examination, together with the 
fee of {2 12s. 6d., must be received by the Secretary not 
later than June ıst, 1940. No entry will be accepted 
after this date unless accompanied by an extra fee of 
ss., and no late entry can be accepted in any circum- 
stances after June 11th. 


4. Any candidate who, having entered, fails to attend the 
examination at the time appointed will forfeit the fee ( 
paid, except іп case of serious Шпеѕѕ, notified (with 
necessary medical certificate) to the Secretary at least 
three clear days before the day of the examination. 


5. Candidates who are successful at this Examination will 
receive the Special Diploma, signed by the Principal, 
This Diploma will not be issued to candidates under 

the age of twenty-one. 


THE EXAMINATION (contd.) 


6. Candidates awarded the Special Diploma who are or 


who become Licentiates of the Royal Academy of 


Music in their principal subject will be entitled to 


describe themselves “ L.R.A.M. (Honours).” 


7. Re-Entry. Candidates who fail in the whole or any 


part of the examination, may re-enter in the following 


July without going through the Course again.

PART Il: VIVA VOCE 


Candidates will be required— 
(a) To give a demonstration lesson to an individual pupil. 
(b) To give a demonstration lesson to a class on any of 
the points dealt with in their Course, as the exa- 


miners may select.* 


(c) To answer questions arising out of these lessons on 
technique, interpretation, repertoire, etc. 


(4) То undergo a test in sight-reading and improvisa- 
tion. 


* The titles of songs to be prepared will be announced at the 
Midsummer Half-Term.
